WHO IS DESERVING 

Canada is no Utopia as yet. This 
week a couple with four children ar¬ 
rived in town. They had left their 
homstead on Lac la Biche, which held 
no promise for this year, and were 
trekking southward looking for work 
that would mean dollars and cents 
and bread and clothes. Both husband 
and wife were lean, weather beaten 
and active, the working type. They 
are Canadians, struggling to hold 
their homestead and keep the family 
intact Uncomplaingly they realize 
the terrible handicap of children in ob 
taining work. They know that a poor 
man who has children commits a bad 
crime, even in a new country. So far 
they have been able to pay the pen¬ 
alties of their crimes, without crying 
for help. But times are bad on Lac 
la Biche and they must have work. 
Both look capable. The man is a 
carpenter and farmer, the woman 
eager to turn her hand to any work. 
But they were obliged to keep going 
south in their search. 

At the same time along the high¬ 
ways are hundreds of people, spend¬ 
ing money like water, searching for 
new ways to spend it True, someone 
has earned the money, but not neces¬ 
sarily the spenders. Many of them 
are deadheads in life. 

The lumber and construction camps 
are filled with people who talk in 
strange tongues, who are not kin to 
us. 

And down in Manitoba, there are 
settlements of people, so distorted in 
outlook that they are burning schools 
and defying the country that pro¬ 
vides them with a living. 

In Canada, on the one hand are 
groups of people daring to conspire 
to destroy public property without 
being instantly ejected from the 
country. On the other hand, sturdy 
decent Canadians are unable to find 
work to keep themselves and their 
families self-respecting. This country 
needs tightning up. 

The citizens of Kamsack, Saskatch¬ 
ewan, have demanded the deportation 
of Peter Veregin, Doukhobour leader, 
on the ground that he is inciting his 
people to disregard the laws of the 
country’ and is fermenting strife. 


NO PARTY MATTER 

The weekly newspaper publishers, 
in their resolution, have stressed the 
point that all negotiations leading up 
to the adoption of a Canadian flag 
shall be on a non-party basis. This 
is important. There could be few 
things more regrettable in this coun¬ 
try than party war on the flag issue 
Canada must avoid this at all costs 
it would be too disrupting.

j The Government has issued its re¬ 
plies to many of the resolutions 
which were turned in to various de¬ 
partments by U. F.^'. and U. F. W. 
A. at the annual convention. 
Amongst the resolutions are some, 
the answers to which, will be of in¬ 
terest. 

1. Lower fees for departmental ex 
aminations. There is no net revenue 
from examinations. The cost is still 
in excess of fees. 

2. Danger signs warning traffic to 
slow up near schools. Ans. The Min¬ 
ister of Public Works has had fur¬ 
ther endorsations of this from Cen¬ 
tral U. F. A. Board. 

3. Urging government to provide 
psycho pathic hospitals. 

Ans. Arrangements made that one 
floor of^he new university hospital 
addition be used for this purposg. 

4. Telephones in rural schools in 
case of blizzards, etc. 

Ans. It is possible to place phones 
in rural schools providing construc¬ 
tion conforms to cost limitation laid 
down for rural subscribers. 

5. That May 18 be International 
Good Will Day, with annual observ¬ 
ance in public and high schools. Ans„ 
The government is prepared to pro¬ 
claim May 18, World Good Will Day. 

6. A Dominion educational system, 

making possible interchange of tea¬ 
chers w'ithout examinations. Ans. Di¬ 
fficulties of making a uniform course 
of study satisfactory to all, are im¬ 
possible. ( 

7. The Provincial Government to 
provide daily weather reports, to 
central telephone officers, thus avail¬ 
able to subscribers. Ans. Too great 
an imposition on telephone operators 
seriously interfering with regular 
business. 

8. Municipal Councils be given full 
power to regulate traffic within their 
boundaries. Ans. Full power to regu-! 
late traffic on roads in a municipali¬ 
ty would be impossible because there 
must be certain uniform regulations 
throughout the Province. Any speci¬ 
fic suggestions welcomed. 

9. Lighting of high school curricu¬ 
lum.

WHAT FLAGS MEAN 


Through the entire month of July, 
a bitter battle has been fought 
through the letter writers column of 
the Calgary Herald, and country read 
ers who have been following each 
day’s contribution with feverish inter¬ 
est will be a little sad to know that 
it is all over. It began when a car 
appeared on the streets of Calgary on 
Dominion Day- with its flag decora¬ 
tions arranged in a way to catch the 
eye of “Interested.” 

“Interested’’ wrote to the paper to 
find out what this arrangement of 
flags meant, if anything. “Gastiga- 
tor” wrote in castigating tone. He 
had scented both ignoranlce and flip¬ 
pancy in Interested’s letter, and he 
gave explanation in very supercilious 
style. He said it was the Royal 
Standard. “Onlooker” then came for¬ 
ward to reprove Castigator and took 
up cudgels on behalf of Interested. 
“E. Pluribus Unum” came along to 
back Castigator, and referred to the 
appaling ignorance of flags and his¬ 
tory, so prevalent in Alberta. And so 
it has raged, with side slaps at Al¬ 
berta schools, and with touching ref¬ 
erence to the meanings of flags. 

Finally out of the obscurity, the 
“Owner of the-Car” himself has step¬ 
ped out t6 say that the arrangement 
including Union Jacks, Canadian 
Flags, and finally the Scottish Royal 
Standard, was designed to pay tribute 
to all elements, including the noble 
Scotch race which has helped make 
Canada what it is today. 

At any rate, the whole controversy 
has left the simpleminded layman 
quite interested in the meaning and 
use of unfamiliar emblems.
